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More Insurance Regulations 


Dr. 
Thomas 
Powick, 
Pottstown 
physician, has been a prime critic of 
insurance companies that arbitrarily 
cancel insurance policies. 


Many Pottstonians have been in­ 
sured for years and then are cut off 
from the same company that insured 
them. 
The company does not have to 
give a reason and in most cases 
doesn’t. 


Older drivers in particular have 
been stung by these companies. 


Congress is now investigating and 
some state insurance regulatory de­ 
partments are cracking down on such 
practices as the arbitrary cancellation 
of policies. 


W hat is the purpose of automobile 
insurance? 
Is it to alleviate the loss 
caused by automobile collisions, or is 
it to regulate automobile traffic and to 
provide monetary rewards for “ good” 


behavior on the roads? 


This is the question that must be 
faced before any real order can be 
brought to the chaos now evident in 
the field of auto insurance. 


Part of the trouble may be that, 
like automobile traffic, insurance has 
just grown, without sharply-defined 
goals and limits. 


There are, of course, crim inally 
careless drivers. 
Instead of punish­ 
ing 
them via 
insurance, 
however, 
courts should keep them from behind 
the wheel altogether. 
It is a crazy 
situation when the careless driver’s 
greatest fear is not that he’ll lose his 
license or go to jail, but that he w ill 
have his insurance canceled or insur­ 
ance rate raised. 


But too frequently it isn’t only the 
careless driver who is punished by in­ 
surance companies but the good driver 
whose only fault was growing older. 


The Fragile Art 


Forecasting the direction of the 
economy by analyzing the signs has 
become an important implement of the 
government’s fiscal policy. 
One of 
the reasons for rejection of the pro­ 
posed surtax by the House W ays and 
Means Committee is the fact that not 
everybody reads the signs the same 
way. 


Chairman Gardner Ackley of the 
President's Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, for example, told the com­ 
mittee in August that the economic 
indexes added up to “ the verdict of a 
buoyant economy in which the pursuit 
of a highly stimulative fiscal policy 
would 
be 
inappropriate; 
indeed, 
perilous.’’ 


This view, however, was the oppo­ 
site of what Vice President W alter 
W inter of the U. S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce saw in the crystal ball. He told 
the same committee, also in August, 


that “ the economic evidence does not 
indicate the business resurgence which 
the administration foresees w ill occur 
so soon, nor in magnitude suggested 
by the tax surcharge proposal.” 


Both predictions presumably were 
made from the same major indicators. 
Among these are the gross national 
product, corporation profits, business 
investment plan, housing starts, em­ 
ployment, 
consumer and wholesale 
prices, retail sales, and so on. 


These signs were the same for Mr. 
Ackley and for Mr. Winter. 
WThy 
they should be interpreted differently 
can only be explained as a bad case of 
astigmatism by one or the other. 


Maybe this is why economic fore­ 
casting is still a “ fragile art” as says 
Prof. Otto Felstein of 
Harvard. It 
also may explain whv Prof. Eckstein 
is a 
former 
presidential 
economic 
adviser.

The new receiving yard, 640 feet long and 84 feet wide, is located on 
what was formerly South Keim Street in front of the works office 
building. Ironworkers from Bethlehem’s East Coast erection district, 
headquartered in Pottstown. erected more than 580 tons of structural 
steel for a new 20-ton capacity overhead crane runway in the new yard 
The new yard, together with others adjacent to it, serve as a receiv­ 
ing area for the tons of materials shipped to the works from Bethlehem 
steel making plants to be fabricated into components for various bridge 
and building construction projects. 
Since the modernization program started in 1963, new buildings have 
been erected, others renovated and enlarged and the most up-to-date 
fabricating equipment has been installed at the works, largest in the 
corporation.

The new plant is a symphony of synchronization, making 13,200 
frozen pies per hour. 
Each hour uses 9‘500-pounds of dough,

corrugated cases and 13,200 boxes. 
And scheduled to match the plant’s heartbeat of 220-pies per 
minute, are the flour mills, sugar refineries, boxmakers, orchards, and Mrs. Smith’s own pie 
plate plant and truck drivers. All move at a steady, continuous flow in which the role of every 
indiviudal Is inter twined with another. 
A two-minute delay in the arrival of the fruit filler on 
the pic line loses $250. Delay in the arrival ol flour or sugar that results in being even one min­ 
ute behind schedule loses 220 pies. 
And with Mrs. Smith's 40 ft double axle freezer trucks each 
carrying an average of 18,600 pies

A Short Story About the Oil Industry 


FUEL OIL AND COAL 
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The magic of oil has touched everyone of us. We heat our 
homes more efficiently, travel faster and cook our food with 
greater ease — all because of oil and its by-products. 
In a limited way. oil had been 
used 
for thousands of 
years. 
Ancient cities in Egypt and Asia have revealed that 
their builders used asphalt to pave their roads. Egyptians dip­ 
ped the bandages used to wrap around their mummies in pitch, 
a petroleum product. 
The Greeks and Romans oiled their chariot wheels with 
petroleum, a name derived from PETRA, meaning rock, and 
OLEUM meaning oil. 
During early times oil was prized as a medicine, believed 
to cure leprosy, rheumatism, and toothache. 
In America, long before European colonists arrived, In 
dians were skimming off oil floating on the surface of certain 
springs. They used it to treat rheumatism, bruises, bums, and 
coughs. Later, the Senecas bottled petroleum and traded it to 
newcomers as medicine. 
For years many drug stores carried a 
stock of Seneca Oil. 
Until the middle 1800’s however, there was very little 
use for oil. 
For centuries people had been getting along with the 
feeble glow from rush lights and tallow candles. All work was 
done by daylight and most people went to bed shortly after 
dark. Then early in the nineteenth century, it was found that a 
lamp filled with whale oil gave a brighter, cleaner light and a 
great whaling industry grew up to supply the increasing de­ 
mand for whale oil. 
When whale oil increased in price because of the scarcity 
of whales, a search for a substitute was intensified. 
In the search for oil. Colonel E. A. Drake came upon the 
scene, the townspeople of Titusville, Pennsylvania, thought he 
was crasv as a loon.

plane of light The reflector ‘scope, 
on the otherhand, is fitted with a con­ 
vex mirror which gathers distant light 
and reflects it magnified many times, 
into the viewer's eye. The best known 
of the reflector instruments is the 
200-inch telescope on Mt. Palomar in 
California. 
It is Spacek's four and one-quar­ 
ter inch reflector telescope which is 
being widely accepted in schools all 
over the country.
